American Ships at Havana Will Be No 
Longer Discriminated 

New York, January 19.—A Tribune special 
from Washington says the Spanish gov- 
ernment has decided to accede to another 
demand from this couhtry. The demand was 
that excessive charges 
vessels which had visited Cuban ports 
should be returned and more justice should 
be shown to such ships in the futufe. 
This is the third important concesion 
made by Spain within the last three months 
in reply to somewhat vigorous protests 
from the state department, the previous 
cnes being the granting of a civil trial to 
Sanguilly, who had been condemned to 
death by a military tribunal, and according 
to the Competitor’s crew a rehearing be- 
fore a similar court. 

The protest made in behalf of American 
vessels trading with Cuban ports was sent 
to Madrid about two months ago, It pointed 
out that, at Havana particularly, ships 
plying) between that place and ports of this 
coun had been unjustly discriminated 
against ip many instances. In some cases 
fines were imposed against the vessels for 
alleged infractions of harbor regulations. 
“In others the manifests were inaccurately 
registered. Secretary Olney, addressing 
Minister Taylor, urged that prompt repre- 
séiitaeion be made to Spain that the treat- 
ment of American sKfps in Cuban waters 
appeared from authe#ftic reports to be such

“AYrer tite” xadjourmment of the eouneil the 
alderman was asked concerning his inter- 
esting ordinance by several members pre- 
sent. 

Alderman Hirsch Explains. 

“T introduced that ordinarce,” sald the 
alderman, “for the purpose of trying to 
help the good Christian people of Atlanta 
to properly observe Christmas. If the 
birth of Christ means anything it certainly 
means that it should be celebrated in a 
decent manner by those professing the 
Christian religion. Why last Christmas, 
the day which all Christians should re- 
gard as aholy festival, was one of the most 
noisy and turbulent occasions ever wit- 
nessed in this city. The streéts on Christ- , 
mas: eve were turned into pandemonium 
and the records at the police court show 
nearly one hundred cases were. made for 


drunkenness and, fighting. People * were 
maimed and injired for life by fire arms 
and fireworks. The most disgraceful scenes 
Were enacted and citizens were distracted 
by the boisterous and «unseemly noises. 
I hope the ordinance will. pass.” 

The city attorney suggested that maybe 
the alderman, who is deeply interested in 
the Grady hospital was working in the in- 
terest of that institution as the hospital was 
filled last Christmas with people who were 
injured by firearms and fireworks.

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VICTORIA’S SPEECH IS A SWIFT 


ROAST OF THE VICIOUS SULTAN 


Queen’s Say is Read.Out to Parliament by the Lord 
Chancellor and Proves Full of Fierce Intention. 


GLOATS OVER THE NEW ARBITRATION TREATY 


Insists That All Other Nations Should Go and Do Likewise, 
Which Means to “Do” the United States—She Refers to the 
Recent Uprisings and How They Were Put Down. 


London, January 19.—Parllament reassem- 
bled today and members of the house of 
commons as usual proceeded to the(h )1se 
of lords to hear the reading of the queen’s 
speech, which was read by the lord chan- 
cellor, as follows: 

My Lords and Gentlemen—My relation 
with all other powers continue to be of a 
friendly character. The appalling massa- 
‘eres which have taken place in Constanti- 
pecple and other parts of the Ottoman do- 
minions have called fcr the special atten- 
tion of the powers signatory to the treaty 
of Paris. 

“Papors will be laid before you showing 
onsidtfations which induced the powers 
make the present condition of the Otto- 
rnan empire the subject of special consul- 
tation by representatives of the powers at 
onstantinople. Conferences of six am- 
bassadors io the porte are still proceeding. 

“The action. undertaken by the khedive 
of Egypt egainst the khalifa with my ap- 
proval and agsistance, has been entirely 
successful. His forces supported by my 
officers and troops have won back the 
fertile provinces of Dongola to civilization 
by operations which were conduted with re- 
markable skill and way has been opened 
for further advance whenever such step 
is judged to be desirable. 

“My govermment has discussed with the 
United States as a friend of Venezuela the 


terms under which pending questions of 
dispute in the frontier between that repub- 
lic and Britisa Guiana may equitably sub- 
mit to arbitration. Arrangement hag been 
arrived at which that governrhent will, I 
trust, effect an adjustment of existing con- 
troversies without exposing to risk the in- 
terests of any colonis&s who have estab- 
lished rights in the disputed territory. 

‘It is with much gratification that I have 
concluded treaty for gencral arbitration 
with the president of the United States by 
which I trust that all differences that may 
efrise between us will be peacefully ad- 
justed, 

“If hope that this arranggment may have 
further vaiue in commending to other 
powers the consideration of principle by 
which danger of war may be notably 
abated.” , 

The queen then says the rebeilion In Ma- 
tabeleland has been repressed by the 
steadfastness and courage of settlers re- 
enforced by her troops and volunteers both 
of English and Dutcn races. 

She has appointed a commission to in- 
vestigate the causes and, if possible, sug- 
gest, means of ameliorating the depressed 
condition of the sugar industry in West 
Indian colonies and her government, mak- 
ing every effort to mitigate suffering and 
lessen distress caused by famine in Indla. 

The government has been directed to take 
most stringent measures for the endication 
of pest! lence in Bombay and Karachee.

FOR ATLANTA 


Norfolk and Western Is Surely 
Coming Into the Gate City 
¢ atan Early Day. 


WILL USE A, K.&N. TRAGKS 


Engineers Are Already in the Field. 
Means Warm Competition for 
Local Roads.

A DAY WITH THE RAILROADS 


Sheds of the Seaboard Have Been Com- 
pleted—Officials Off for the Rate Meet- 
ing—Excursion Rates Announced—A 
Neat Publication Has Been Issued. 

Visiting Railroad Men Who Are in 
Atiantz Today—Florida Business Is 
on the Increase—News and Gossip of 
the Rail. ° 


A rumor has beert revived which, if true, 
means much to the railway world of At- 
lanta. It is that the Norfolk and Western 
railway is seeking an entrance into this 
city. 

It will be remembered that when the 
present company which has just been 


f permanently organized purchased the Ma- 


rictta and North Georgia railway, now 
known as the Atlanta, Knoxville and 
Northern railway, it was given out that 
the road proposed’ to make some large 
improvements and extensions which would 
make the line an independent and complete 
one, and not leave it bottled up at its ter- 
minals at Marietta and Knoxville. 

The story which has come to the front 
today ‘is to the effect that the road pro- 
poses to extend its line to Bristol from 
Knoxville and to Atlanta from Marietta. 
The road does not propose to take up the 
project alone, but will have the hearty co- 
operation and assistance of the Norfolk 
and Western railway. The latter road has 
wanted a southern outiet and now that 
the opportunity presents itseif to enter this 
city it does not propose to allow the scheme 
to fall through. In fact, engineers are al-. 
ready in the field making a preliminary 


survey south of Bristol. 

According to the plans which hhve leaked 
out the road will build down the famous 
Bean Station valley to Tate Spring, where 
a connection will be formed with the Mor- 
ristown and Cumberland Gap railroad, a 
small road only forty-four miles in length, 
extending from Morristown, Tenn., on the 
line of the Southern railway, to Corryton, 
in the same state, where connection for 
Knoxville is formed with the Knoxville, 
Cumberland Gap and Loulsville railroad, 
which is now cpntrolled by the Southern 
railway. 

The road has been offered for sale once 
by the special commissioner, but a pur- 
chaser could not be found, as the road is 
tied up at both ends of the line. It can.now 
be bought for a song, and the Norfolk 
and Western will take it tn. This line will 
not be used in its entire length, however, 
but only to a small station called Blaine, 
which is six miles north, of Corry ton. From 
this point a survey has already been run 
into Knoxville, the engineers being en- 
gaged in this wérk at present. When 
Knoxville is reached terminals will be ar- 
ranged and connections formed with the 
Atlanta, Knoxville and Northern railway, 
which will place the Norfolk and Western 
railway within twenty miles of Atlanta, 
the railway center of the south. 

May Extend Line to Atlanta. 

Trom Martetta it is the intention of the 
company to extend the road to Atlanta 
and secure terminals in this city as soon 
as possible. 

The entrance of the Norfolk and West- 
ern railway into this city will prove the 
sensation of the day in railroad circles and 
will bring one of the best and most promi- 
nent roads in the south to Atlanta.. 

The new road will prove a warm compcti- 
tor for the roads already here an! will 
open up a new and direct line from Atlan- 
ta to the east, for both freight and pas- 
sengers. 

The route which it. will traverse is one 
of the richest in minerals, timber and 
agricultural fields in this section of the 
country. The road will  pass-. directly 
through the center of this and will bring 
the products of the farm, the mine, the 
manufactories and everything else into the 
local markets. 

President McHarg, of the Atlanta, Khnox- 
ville and Northern railroed, was in At- 
lanta last week when the directors of that 
line held their annual meeting for perma- 
nent organization. It is gaid that the mat- 
ter of this proposed deal was ciscussed 
then in an irformal way, and that it was 
the understanding that it was to be put 
through as soon as possible. 

Florida business is receiving a genuine 
boom just at the present time. All of the 
winter hotels have opened and are receiy- 
ing many new guests daily. Nearly all of 
the passengers who go south from ithe 
north and northwest pass through this 
city, 
ing the past few days. 

The best time for the business will be cur- 
ing the next seven weeks and until that 
period has passed the railroads are ¢x- 
becting a heavy business.

WHAT FIRST IMPRESSED HIM. 
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Julian Hawthorne Tells of His Visit 
To Jamaica. 

The light and the heat are the two things 
that most impress one on first coming to 
this land, writes Julian Hawthorne in the 
Century. The light is the more impressive 
of the two; from sunrise to sunset it 13 
omnipresent and constant: the very shad- 
ows are luminous, dark though they «ap- 
pear by contrast. I should say that lati- 
tude 17 was about 45,000,000 miles nearer 
the sun than latitude 40. Yet it is a tender, 
soft.suffused lizht, not a flerce and hard 
one. The atmosphere is not so rarefied as 
that of our own west; one can reed here by 
noonlight; but one cannot read fine print 
easily. The :emote distances of the 
landscape are melted in an aeris? haze in- 
stead of being defined with the relentless 
clearness of a steel-engraving. Neverthe- 
less the light of the tropics ts superlative; 
it seems to belong to a pianet more recent- 
ly evolved from the parentai luminary than 
ours, So intense and pervasive is it. one 
would almost say it irradiates the mind as 
well as the body; it appears to possess a 
spiritual. quality. I had read of blazing 
tropic suns, of scorching, blistering tropic 
heats. but I find nothing of the sort. How- 
ever great the ultimate effect may be, the 
manner is always gentile, sweet, subtle, 
soothing; Harbour street in Kingston nev- 
er shows s0 savage a temperature as 
Broadway in New York. But for all that, 
it will not do to take undue liberties with 
this scoft-speken ¢limate. 

After walking a few miles atten the 
white, unduating roads, ar panting up a 
eteep hillside, nething conuid be more Cell- 
cious than the touch of the northern 
breeze fanning you as you sit under the 
shadow of a broad-spreading siik-cotton, 
nor could anything be more dan«erous. 
You are VWeirig fanned by the wings of 
death. Evaporation is wunderfully rapid; 
}ou come in from exercise drenched with 
perspiration, end before you can make 
ready for a “rub down” your skifi ts al- 
ready dry. In the north a slight chill may 
be followed by a slight cold and that be 
the end of it; here your chill may turn cut 
the end of everything for you. Moreover, 
the soil when dampened by rains probably 
exhales a miasma productive of what we 
cail malarial fever: In Jamaica it Occa- 
sionally develops into an appalling ugly 
and brief disease known as black vomit. 

On the other-hand, if you.are rationally 
cautious, and let liquor of every kind alone, 
you may walk or climb, or play tennis, or 
ride horseback all through the hottest 
parts of the cloudiess day, and feel only 
the better for it at night: in fact, you must 
‘take plenty of outdoor exercise in order to 
be at your best. The only way to get ill is 
and perspiration and sit at 
ease in the shade absorbing cooling drinks. 
Sueh people sometimes fast two years.

We are accustomed to paying high honor 
to the chivalrous deeds cf Richard of the 
Lion Heart, to the bravery and wisdom cf 
the kingly Charlemagne, to the executive 
ability of the invincible Napoleon; but 
here is a simple,commander of a few regi- 
ments of raw recruits who embodied all 


their noble virtues and chivalric attributes. 


with none of the vices that tarnished the 
brilliancy of their achievements, the prod- 
uct of the highest and most enlightened 
civilization of modern times., He was a 
patriot, pure and simple, in whom no ig- 
noble ambition counteracted the beauty cf 
his unselfishness. 


Today the grizzled veter rans whe followed 
him through thick and thin for four lung 
weary years of trials and privations un- 
told will come together to pay tribute to 
his memory. The old gray jackets are be- 
coming gray-headed as well, and their 
ranks have been thinned by the impartlal 
hand of time, who is no respector of per- 
sons. Every reunion is saddened by the 
thought that one or more of their com- 
rades has been captured by the great 
enemy. I hea rd a man say at a reunion 
last year that. the time would soon come 
when men of every shade of political be- 
pull off their hats to an old 
confederate veteran.

This view of the case is but natural, as 
even now in the northern .cities they are 
respected and treated with all the deference 
due to men who struggled and suffered for 
what they deemed their rights. The malev- 
olence of passionate prejudice has been 
softened by the passing years, and men 
have been able to form a better estimate 
of the true feelings that inspired those 
men to such deeds of daring and devotion. 
This is an anniversary that should be arni- 
versally celebrated. The people of the 
south should teach their sons to emulate 
the beautiful character of the great Chris- 
tian soldier. During all his career under 
two flags thére was never aught brought 


‘against his reputation as a soldier and as 


a genticman. 


In no other country on the face of the 
earth except in free America has such a 
spectacle been beheld of one vast and 
densely populated section paying tribute to 
the memory of the man who led the revo- 
lution against the remainder of the coun- 
try while the dominant and victorious party 
looks on acquiescent without a word of 
censure or reproach.

The article printed exclusively in The 
Evening Constitution of yesterday, wnerein 
it was shown that Yancey Carter had be- 
come the leader of the aggressive wing of 
populism, caused widespread comment. 

Watson Will Be with Carter. 

“There Was one infcrence in which you 
were wrong, if you intended it that way,” 
said a populist leader who was in the 
city, “and that was the possible hitch be- 
twin the friends of Watson and Carter. 
Tite might have been one <arlier in the 
history of the party, but Mr. Watson hus 
passed beyond the point where he can be 
brought in antagonism toward anybody. 
He has led in the party fights in this state 
until he received national recogniiion. He 
recognizes that he has received his full 
share of honor and that if others await 
him they are to be looked for in the 
national fleld. 

Providence Points to New Leader. 

“To make myself understood,”’ said this 
friend of Mr. Watson, “‘the great populist 
leader himself recognizes the fact that the 
time has come for a new hand at the helm 
of state -affairs. He recognizes that the 
force of circumstances has_ given that 
prominence to Mr. Carter which crowns 
him with the leadership, whether he wills 
it or no. These things are providential—the 
calling out of new leaders—just as Saul 
was pointed out to the people of Israel. 
Look at any crowd you may, and, like Saul 
of old, Yancey Carter stands head and 
shoulders above his fellows. Thut he will 
be the populist candidate for governor 
next year and that he will have the warm 
support of Mr. Watson and of the entire 
populist party, without regard to wings, 
is beyond doubt. 

: : The Democratic End. 

The picture here presented is one of con- 
Siderable interest to people and politi- 
cians. Governor Atkinson is now serving 
his last term, which means that prelim- 
inrary to the election of 1898 there is to be 
a heated campaign for the nomination 
within demoeratic ranks. The danger con- 
nected with -such a campaign may be 
judged of by those whor recall the angry 
contest between Mr. Atkinson and General 
Evans. Eyen in the campaign just vassed 
the vote disclosed that some of the bit- 
terress of two years before had not been 
wholly dissolved.

Mr. rank Myers, Jr., president ‘of the 
Atlanta Federation of Trades, weites The

IS THE STAGE IMPROVING? 


Sol Smith Russell Takes the Affirma- 
tive Side of This Question. 
From The Cincinnati Commercial-Tribune. 
“There is decidedly more education and 
refinement in the ranks than formerly,” 
said Sol Smith Russell, “due probably to 
the more general recognition of the stage 
as a profession. It is now regarded as a 
legitimate field for those who have en- 
joyed literary and social training and are 
believed to possess some power of expres- 
sion. Formerly this was not the case. 
Most of the recruits were from families re- 
motely or directly connected with stage 
work, and very few enjoyed adequate edu- 

cational advantages. . 

“Tf think the stage of today is getting a 
better quality of recruilts—people who are 
educated and» know how to carry them- 
seives. Audiences have become very exact- 
ing in regard to ensemble. They will no 
longer tolerate a company made up of two 
or three skilled people supplemented by an 
array of hopeless incompetents. Even the 
‘minor parts must now be played at least 
smoothly, and in most companies they are. 
This demand calls into service many more 
competent actors than formerly, and I 
therefore believe that in the matter of 
personnel these are the palmy days of the 
drama, 

“Plays are better staged than ever be- 
fore. There is simply no comparison at 
all. If the paliny-day people, whose impres- 
sions are based upon conditions supposed 
to exist at any indefinite period from 
Shakespeare’s day down to twenty-odd 
years ago, will take the trouble to jog 
their memory they will recall the preva- 
lence of stock scenery that would not be 
tolerated ‘now in the cheapest theaters. 

“Then, on the material side, the theater 
is better supported. More money is paid 
each year for theatrical entertainments. 
The increased cost to the manager for ade- 
quate scenery and a skilled company is 
met by a much larger patronage. It was 
the practice to keep the salary ist down 
to the lowest point. Now, we find that lib- 
erality at every point brings a larger busi- 
ness. average weekly business of 
recognized stars and tompanies is almost 
double what it was fifteen or twenty years 
ago, and the pay of competent actors is 
much greater than it ever was before. 
Many leading ladies and gentlemen enjoy 
more salary than some of the stars—Mac- 
ready among them—recelved for years af- 
ter they became famous. That has a 
palmy-day look, hasn't it? 

_+"‘In the social and general recognition of 
the. theater and the actor we find a still 
more encouraging theme. Acting is now 
regardefl as a profession, and actors who 
maintain their dignity and personal re- 
spect have no complaint-td\make of lack- 
ing recognition. Their duties prevent an 
appearance at evening functions, but they 
are made weicome nowadays on about the 
same terms the members of othcr profes- 
sions are.

Lengthy Legislatures.

The old French convention lasted three 
years, one month and four days. It had 
749 members and passed 11,219 decrees. 

Of its 749 members, fifty-eight were guil- 
lotined—Duray, June 26, 1793, being the 
first, and Bishop Huguet the last, October 
6, 1796; eight were assassinated and two 
shot; fourteen committed suicide, five died 
of grief, six perished tn abject misery, 
three died on the highway, to be eaten by 
dogs; one, Armonville, the last wearer of 
the red cap, perished in a drunken fit; four 


~ died mad, two were killed in the army, one 


was carried away by the Prussians ind 
never heard of, three died suddeniy, one 
expired in prison, one fell dead of joy on 
learning that Bonaparte had disembarked 
at Frejus, 138 perished in exile or in penal 
settlements, twenty-three never heard of 
from the date of the eighteenth Brumaire, 
sixty-five vanished after the coronation of 
Napoleon and twenty-five died in. poverty 
and obscurity. 

The convention had sixty-three presiding 
officers, of whom eighteen were gulllotined 
and eight transported; twenty-two were 
outlawed and six sentenced to imprison- 
ment for life, four died in.madhouse and 
three committed suicide.
